The (Irtt wai a buat'a erew. which wai cut off 
at Mare, about (ha end of loll. Mara it in 
loM'eatt lor.,, and 11" 33' anuth lit. 1( it 
eonetilQea called Uritanni* [ilend, the native 
name ii .Vengo^e. The party towhi^h wercfer 
ware ij.t in nuinber, end. we euppoted belonged 
to the iiurth*. «r .<t la, y. Their rittt ! went l" 
the n.irth-rati aide ,,f the iilend in quoat ul' 
tandal.wou'l. They pulled into a village eallfjd 
Seruimet, * heru there ii a ehiaf of the name of 
(Jianet They landed, looted ahout, and re- 
turned to the Wt ; and, ii they were about i.. 
pttah off, the chief berimed perinitiion to uo and 
i.e their e'eattrt '111-.* they r.-l'L.ned, ilcton- 
liuued to urge hit loqueat, uid, a* tlie men 
eominenced lo j.ull, one of the oeri aeniden , 
tally itruck hit head. The beach wa* erowdetl 
with net tree, who, on aroiog tbeir chief 
wounded, at once luppoeed that it had been 
done intentional I y, ruthed forward, killed the 
whole party, and broke the butt u> piece*. 
The natirea of thii ialand being eennibali, 
looked the bodiet uf the unhappy euffcrem 

Thit wet fuJIowtd by the iniueicre of the 
cepttin and crew of the hiig , v fur, at the U!e 
of I'iliea. We had SJOjuiin teoehett lahiurin« 
there, and at they ^rere lup^rttilioutly re* 
garded aa the came of cpidcoiict, which oeca- 
aionally tirerailed. their lleca were often threat, 
eueil. Maluku, Ihe king, at Itnjih luld them 
to laaee the Inland. Captain Kbrfll, or tlie 
Slur, wu tlu-te at the time, nn.l thry arranged 
wilii him to lake llreta 10 Btmoa. Uapttin 
Hbril) then iiilcd fir Sydney, and returned 
again to the lite of Plnea on hu wty to Sum n. 
with Ihe Wwchcn.or, the Slit OLlober, I Ml 
He anchored it Via, ■ place about (welve mile* 
diiiant from iht< rmidenre of Mituku, The 
nttirea went off lo tho eeuel, and the rlrtt 
en<(<iiriM wire afiEi Miituku and Ilia aunt.

sen t of food lo ihe icechera, it wit m>i allowed 
to be received on boatd^lbnie who tuok ii had 
thing* thrown at Litem, and two mnaket thott 
iired at Lhem. None were killed, only one 
man wu wounded in the knee. All thit toon 
reached the tart of Maluku, " What can they 
mean," aaid he, " by wiabing me and my aoni 
dead in my own laud : and why commit tiich 
outra^ee upon my people who went with a 
pieatntr" Whalerer inti'ntioni he may hare 
had prtvioualy to lake a teaeel, any one whn 
known the old detpot can imagine how Mich 
treauuerLl would make ),i> lavage hctrt Harut 
with revengt, Neit nioriiing ihirty of hit own 
teleot men were off in a l:irg± canoe, wiih 
intent to kill ell on boo id the tetteL Tiny 
took aqmntiiyuf euulalwnoal with them bixii, 
and, (hut they might nut be tutpected, did not 
arm themielvei with cJliui or nxew. but with 
the adle* which they uao in dn'jeing the am. 
\ dalwood.. . They reached tlie rvaaei, the uq. 
dalwLJod, pleaead all on board, waa immedi- 
ately baiutnt, and the nailrei allowed on deck 
to grind thi'lr adfei, on pretence thaL they were 
going orT after more wood. One ot tbeoftw 
waa turning the handle of the grindttone, e 
native grinding hia adie, and the oaptnio 
Handing elote by, Watching for • fivournMe 
niumriit, Ihe t.ii.u twi.i,j hia ailae, and bin 
the uoptiiin on tlto Sue, between the i-yta. Tfiii 
waa inalant ileith to t'ailini JjLuill, and the 
(Lignat fur attack ull over tLereuel. In a few 
minnici tcv^ntecM of the trcw weru Lillcl, 
natlieiy, ten whllu men, iotluding tlie Captain ; 
two iIat5jue*i,iL.. two MiingaLaut, one Aitute- 
kian. on-. New /-alandcr, and one liaroton- 
uinri teaL-liLT. Thit waa on the lit November. 
William II- my. two ttjmnan teachert, and t 
natiie of the New llt-bridcl, got below, ani 
were there all night, N„».i [Uumlng they were 
prouiaed their livel If tliey would come on 
deck and take tht ieat*t lurther in CuwarJii 
tht ahurr. They did to, and were then led on 
■lion where the; were iminodlalely killed 
Home of the bodlee were cooked, but But ilL 
Tier *<**>•! wuthen ttrlpned ofher tailiand rig. 
ging, everything wet takes out/t'if the cabiiu, 
and (hen they act Are to her. The hold wa* 
untouched, Subaequently, another, hut un. 
em roeifnl attack wai mode upon the CarnUnf t 
of Sydney, at thia laltnd : but a* a correct 
account of the whole *tfaiT hat bees publiabed, 
we need not here advert tn it. 

Thai followed an attack upon enuthoc ann. 
dllvlwod 'CI 14), namely, the flrrr;n»rl, at Mare. 
She made the wen tide of the itland on a 
Friday. That afternoon, one of the m«n went 
on ahore alter women, and remained all nigh I. 
Neat moming. tlie weasel call anchor <& t. 
(lllage called Uula. when then ia • chief 
nimrd Uibtiene. Same diy. our teactien 
Tmicla ind Talaio. whose ttation la at Kuain.,, 
about eight milca from Hula, went to the 
rcieel, told the captain that the net! tea on 
there were ivVAgei, and bieggod him not to 
land. Toward! ine afternoon, a young gen tic - 
mm of tho name of It. Manner* rtutton, and 
another, prujioaed to accompany Taniela, 
•nd epet'il the Sabbath at bit italbn 
fmain, a* retjirtwd, remained on boajd, 
The leme evening, ten of (he erew. went 
Un there in native rtnoet again after wo- 
men Kirly o:i the Sabbath moming, a num- 
ber ol nuin ienm* off. among whom (Hat out 
who fcjgnl l ilaio, the triuher, W go On 



one, wno ruahed to then), and at once found 
proleetion. An attavk waa iriiila the aatne 
tifii,, opon the veatel. Here one while tnm 
wu killed ar.d two natieet. Tatairj now made 
all haite Hume, together with Neaili, and the 
white man they had tared, On reaching 
Kuama, the tad newt wete before them, and 
Taniela had aent off Mr riutlon and hia tiiund 
to the veetel. On the following morning, tht 
other man wat llkewiee sent off iu tafety lo 
the Sriyamf. 

The neat wu a mora ditatiroui oecurreiiee, 
vii.. the aa ateaere of (he entire Crew of (he 
fijitrri— a cutler from Sydney, likewiae in 
acarch uf aandalwooil. h L .e anchored at Uulo, 
on the eouth-eaat aide of Mare, and about 
twelve mile* from where our teaeJier* reaide 
L'alinani ia the name of tlie chiet there. At 
thia time intra wa* a great feat! it Uelo, and 
many (eaembled from til parts of Iht itland 
Yamt were taken off tor tale, and, while 
barlering, an unhappy circiimttanco oc - 
oiirred to which we may tiace much 
that followed. The irincipal thief ((feted 
the osplsin two yami, anil wanted 
two pieces of hoop iron in exchange.. The 
Cspuln only gav* film »ru piect, md mti.twl 
an luring the i«u yam*, the chief refund, 
and on thia ihe captain took a rope and gate 
him a beating i the chief Then thouted to hit 
people lo be off, and all tho nettret went on 
ahure ; that day they liid the plot to attach the 
Teelel, and on the folio wing moming went on 
■hore ; they divided thenLaclvea into partiea, 

• ■!,. 1. to lay hold "i..i. i kill one of the drew, 
andklat 1 they were huttooiuoceinfiil in tarry- 
ing out their aavagc inienuoni. On the licn'al 
being given, all on board, cumiating of eleven 
individual*, were overpowered and fell. The 
bijdiu uf four were cooked, Ihe remaining 
nsven were e«n into tin tea. None of the 
native* wet* killed lo the alruggle. Then they 
plundered the veaiel. and let nre to her. ai 
they had hevd the I.le of r-ine* people i, ,.1 
done with the tear. While turning over theit 
ueeaurei on ohore, they came it|rdti a r^uantity 
of gunpowder. They began to intuit them,- 
eelvea by throwing email r^uantitiea of it into 
the Qre ; pTcaanlly tome Optra* fell arnong lite 
wh'de, and by the expansion, which blew the 
house tn piece*, msny wore wounded, and four 
killed. One of the four was an important chief. 
The native* could not uadrritandit- thought it 
wat ■ judgment aunt by while men, and de- 
termined to be further revenged uuon Ihein on 
account or it. Two honla, and many thing* 
belonging; to thit vc.al, were taken Hi 
Lifu. Our teacher* there, hearing whence 
they had come, offered thinga in utchange, and 
succeeded in procuring a teatant, a chro- 
nometer, a boat, log book, memorandum atid 
account ien,k. The*e thry in '.ended (o 
keep until the misliotiaiy vetitil came, 
and deliver them up to ui, Captain l^wis. 
uf the barque v-tiwt, IougIiciI there, 
and forced them f ■ give them up to lum. 
They gave litem reluctantly, anil aikod 
Usptain 1,. to give them what thi-y gave lor the 
atticlet, aiaen be ntutt have llu-m. That eieu 
wa* refuted, Captain L- thinking that (lmy 
only wmted in aell (lis articli*. BubniiuenJy 
the moit unfounded report* were triced ibioaii 
rrtpecling tlieie leichen, which, hid Caption 
l,cwja been able to ijieak to them, or baid even 
comoiunicated rhrjtigh an honest inierpre icr, 
wunld nev^r have been circulated- Wt have 
received from our teacher* some other thing* 
which Captain Morgan will take lo tiydney, 
and deliver In ihe proper partiea. 

The last a Hack of the Mate people upun 
while men was toon after Ihe taking of the 
fi'ifir*. A large open boat, with wren men in 
het, landed at Metu, a place on the loulh-wett 
aide of the ialand. ll it currently reported that 
thit wai s party of oonvicit from Norfolk Is. 
land. The Kuama and Uula people hadjiut 
been Bghtlnar with tht Hetu peonle I the Uitu 
people were driven, and their village detcrtad 
The boat'i crew landed, and ilept three „ v ht- 
at the deaerted village; the fourth day Wat 
lilttl for a further attack upon the Metu people 
by Unit end Kami*. Doth tinrtiea in out 
early. The Hula people were in sdrtnee, and 
on reaching Metu, found Ave of the white men 
anting on the beach by their boat. Their de- 
termination to be revenged upon white men tor 
(ho doalh M their chief, by Ihe explosion of 
powtler, wat now euggeited and renewed, and 
immediately they rushed upon th m, killed 
iheru, and destroyeil their boat. The other 
two had gone inland in Be arch of food, and, 
litppilv, met with the Kweatas partv, fvti i and 
hi* *eruj, whn aaved the uvea of Ui'e three he- 
lunging to tho Hriganil, tuok them under their 
protcLtion, and eontlucted them in tafety lo 
K name, where our lose here tre. There thet 
remained tor a month or two, and were kindly 
treated by Jem and hit pi epic. And nuw 
think what th etc two men did to requite liu' 
olrl chief for his kiudnett? One night they 
robbvd him of ton haicheta, four felling sacs, a 
large aaw, and four mUikct* t they CL.Iibed the 
teacheie, too, of tour ihirta, Iwo UttfeSi and e 
fellinc, a^e, and act elf in a canoe belonging to 
ihe teovhera to join eomc other wliite men, on 
the adjacent island of L,lfu. In the morning, 
Talaio, our teacher, and a parly of Halt res. 
punned them. Then toon lighted them, 
and advanced wwetda tLetn Tlie ihievea fired 
a mutket or two, bal they wen punned still ; 
then (lity threw all iht ttoleu property into the 
sea. and, at the psny gut clnea upim them, 
themtelvaa jumped into the lea, thinking iIut 
their bus conduct would certainly be pjiiithed 
with death, an,! that (hey mi^ht ai wall dtown 
thomtelve*. Hut Ihe compaaaion bud lurbcat- 
anco of Tataiii end hii party wire not tpt- 
hauiled, Let ui iptre llieir liret they 
all taid-^pulled towardl iheui, and with dilli. 
cully got llieui i.j- all but dead. The ui wai 
running hi a h, ihe (alloc broke, all jonmeiloui 
eicept tht two who were lying in thu bottfflU 
of the canoe, and they wore obliged to swim 
ami drag alonf their disaulrd cuum. At the 
lives of all were now in jeopard y, some pro- 
poaed (o throw thete two overbusrd, who had 
rot only tubbed (Luna uf ao much proudly, but 
led them into all ihit danger. J'lie mij iriiy 
would not content; much cihiuited, thty oi 
lengih reiehed a lilde ialand, re*le.l f n a dnV 
ur two* and then relumed to K.lriiii O.l 
their re i urn. Joni wat of courtc vexed tt lh- 
hia* uf bit property. Hu me wiahed hi hi id , 
kill thtioi, our teicbtr ailvited him ntbrrwiae. I 
anil he readily contented, toying, " What etVid
